Colvin Better for Board 


One good result of the controversy over religion in 
the public schools (the only good one, so far as I can 
see) is that it prompted four seemingly well-qualified 
candidates to file for the one School Board vacancy. 

One of the two lawyers who has filed, G. Norman 
Kennedy, has had previous experience, both in California 
and in Illinois, in government work. He appears forth¬ 
right, judging by his stand taken publicly on religion 
in the schools, and could be expected to stick to his guns 
in a crisis. 

The other, Kenneth Cleaaver, is perhaps not so well 
known as Mr. Kennedy, but recently he has taken a 
keen interest in the schools. 

From a practical viewpoint, though, it seems to me 
that neither Mr. Kennedy nor Mr. Cleaver has much 
of a chance of getting elected. 

Both are newcomers to Sierra Madre and, while that 
should not disqualify them, the simple fact that they are 
relatively unknown and have made little effort to become 
better acquainted with the voters will work to their 
disadvantage. 

Also, both are lawyers, another disadvantage which 
at this time is not likely to win them too many votes. 

Through some dubious reasoning process, it appears 
that many Sierra Madreans are suspicious of attorneys 
on the School Board. 

This antipathy probably arose during the religious 
controversy when a great many individuals decided they 
would have no truck with legal intepretations of the
